ALSO ADOPTED, 93-2(ALBANIA, CHINA)-26(US), WHICH CALLS 
FOR EXPERT STUDY OF REDUCTION OF MILITARY BUDGETS OF 
PERM SC MEMBERS, AND ALSO COVERS OTHER STATES WITH MAJOR 
ECONOMIC AND MILITARY POTENTIAL, AND ON UTILIZATION OF PART 
OF FUNDS SAVED FOR ASSISTANCE TO DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. 

US MOTION TO ADJOURN DEBATE ON ROB ITEMS UNTIL DEC. 10 
WAS REJECTED 36-52-30. GA ALSO ADOPTED SERIES OF RESES 
RECOMMENDED BY SPECIAL POLITICAL COMITE ON SUBJECTS OF 
PALESTINE REFUGEES, UN PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS, AND ISRAELI 
PRACTICES IN OCCUPIED TERRITORIES. 

—REDUCTION MILITARY BUDGETS— 

GARCIA ROBLES (MEXICO), INTRODUCING RES (L. 715), SAID 
MEXICAN AND SOVIET DELS HAD REACHED CONCLUSION TWO DRAFTS 
WERE NOT MUTUALLY EXCLUSIVE AND GA COULD ADOPT BOTH. 

AMB SCHAUFELE, ON POINT OF ORDER, NOTED MEXICAN RES ONLY 
RECENTLY CIRCULATED AND FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS STATEMENT 
JUST RECEIVED, AND HE MOVED ADJOURNMENT OF DEBATE, UNDER 
RULE 76, UNTIL DEC. 10. US MOTION WAS SUPPORTED BY 
ITALY AND NETHERLANDS, AND OPPOSED BY USSR AND SAUDI ARABIA. 
MOTION THEN REJECTED 36-52-30. 

SOV REP MALIK, IN STRONGLY SUPPORTING SOV ROB PROPOSAL, 

CALLED ON CHINA TO MAKE PUBLIC ITS FIGURES ON MILITARY SPENDING, 
AND SAID UNDER RES UK PERCENTAGE FOR LDC AID WOULD BE 30 
MILLION POUNDS STERLING. HE FELT MEXICAN DRAFT SUPPLEMENTED 
SOV DRAFT. 
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AMB SCHAUFELE, EXPLAINING US WOULD ABSTAIN, POINTED OUT, 

AMONG OTHER THINGS, THERE WAS NO STANDARD CONCEPT OF MILITARY 
BUDGET AND RES DID NOT CONTAIN VERIFICATION PROCEDURES. 

IT WAS UP TO STATES TO DECIDE HOW MUCH THEY COULD PROVIDE 
FOR DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE, AND SINCE WORLD WAR II US 
PROVIDED MORE THAN $75 BILLION FOR THAT PURPOSE. HE WOULD 
ABSTAIN ON MEXICAN PROPOSAL, WHICH CONTAINED CONTENTIOUS 
LANGUAGE. ALSO, US DEL DID NOT AGREE DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE 
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SHOULD BE LINKED TO REDUCTION IN MILITARY EXPENDITURES. 

AS FOR EXPERT STUDY, HE LISTED NUMBER OF ISSUES EXPERTS 
MIGHT WELL STUDY, SUCH AS TECHNIQUES FOR MONITORING 
MILITARY EXPENDITURES AND FEASIBILITY OF COMPARING EXPENDITURES 
BY STATES WITH MARKET AND NON-MARKET ECONOMIES. US WOULD 
COOPERATE WITH EXPERT STUDY, HE ADDED. 

CHUANG YEN (CHINA) REITERATED CHINESE VIEW ABOUT SOVIET 
"FRAUD ON DISARMAMENT," "HUGE MUNITIONS DEALS," AND CHINA'S 
NEED TO STRENGTHEN ITS NATIONAL DEFENSE IN FACE OF SERIOUS 
MILITARY THREATS BY USSR. HE DECLARED WHAT SOVIETS TERMED 
"ASSISTANCE" TO LDCS WAS IN FACT "EXPLOITATION AND 
PLUNDER", AND SAID THEY PRACTICED "SOCIALISM IN WORDS AND 
IMPERIALISM IN DEEDS." CHNIA WOULD ALSO VOTE AGAINST MEXICAN 
PROPOSAL WHICH MADE'TNDISCRIMINATE AND SWEEPING" DEMAND FOR 
ALL PERM SC MEMBERS TO REDUCE THEIR MILITARY BUDGETS, 

FEATURE WHICH WOULD BE USED BY USSR "TO SERVE ITS FRAUD 
OF SHAM DISARMAMENT." 

EL HASSEN (MAURITANIA) COMMENTED IT WOULD BE DIFFICULT TO 
IMPLEMENT SOV RES BECAUSE IT DID NOT INDICATE HOW IT WAS 
POSSIBLE TO DETERMINE MILITARY EXPENDITURES OF GREAT POWERS. 

HE WOULD ABSTAIN ON THAT. AND ON MEXICAN DRAFT ON WHICH HE 
HAD NOT HAD TIME TO STUDY FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS. RAE 
(CANADA) ALSO MENTIONED SOV RES FAILED SET OUT SYSTEM 
OF ASSESSMENT OR FORMULA UNDER WHICH REDUCTIONS IN MILITARY 
SPENDING COULD BE MEASURED AND COMPARED AMONG DIFFERENT 
KINDS OF BUDGETS. FRAZAO (BRAZIL) THOUGHT SOV DRAFT SEEMED 
INEFFECTUAL FROM STANDPOINT OF ITS OWN PROFESSED ENDS. 

JAMIESON (UK) COMMENTED MEXICAN TEXT WOULD 
EXPOSE "BASIC DEFECT" OF SOVIET PROPOSAL; HOWEVER, HE 
WOULD HAVE TO ABSTAIN BECAUSE IT DID NOT REFLECT NEED FOR 
"AGREED DISARMAMENT MEASURES". ROSSIDES (CYPRUS) WAS GLAD 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TO NOTE US TOOK "POSITIVE" STAND TOWARD PROPOSED STUDIES, 

AND SUGGESTED IF WORD "URGENT" ELIMINATED FROM "URGENT 
NECESSITY" WOULD HELP US, MEXICO WOULD BE AGREEABLE. 

SOV RES WAS SUPPORTED BY SUDAN, BARBADOS, LAOS AND MONGOLIA. 
SOME MISGIVINGS ABOUT ONE OR BOTH RESES WERE EXPRESSED 
BY REPS OF IRAN. PAKISTAN, NETHERLANDS, TANZANIA, AUSTRALIA. 
ZAMBIA, DENMARK, PERU, THILAND, INDONESIA, FINLAND AND 
FRANCE. FOLLOWING VOTE, SOV REP MALIK REPLIED TO CHINA. 

ABSTENTIONS ON MEXICAN PROPOSAL WERE: BAHAMAS, BARBADOS, 
BELGIUM, BRAZIL, CANADA, CONGO, DENMARK, FRANCE, FRG,

MEANT IT WAS RECOGNIZED THEY HAD INALIENABLE RIGHT TO 
RETURN TO THEIR HOMELAND, AND NOT AS SECOND-CLASS OR 
SUBJUGATED CITIZENS, AND UN GUARANTEED THESE RIGHTS. 

HE UNDERSTOOD IN PARA 3 OF RES I-D THAT RETURN OF PALESTINIANS 
WAS PREREQUISITE FOR RIGHT OF PALESTINIAN REFUGEES TO 
SELF-DETERMINATION AND FOR JUST SOLUTION OF ME PROBLEM. 
COMMENTS WERE MADE ALSO BY REPS JORDAN AND ECUADOR.

WITH STATEMENTS BY REPS TURKEY, YUGOSLAVIA, MEXICO, GDR, FRANCE, 

POLAND, NIGERIA, AUSTRIA AND US. ENLARGEMENT OF OUTER SPACE 
COMITE (OSC) MEMBERSHIP WAS SUPPORTED BY AUSTRIA; BY YUGOSLAVIA, 

MEXICO AND NIGERIA IN ORDER REFLECT GEOGRAPHICAL DISTRIBUTION; AND 
NIGERIA ADDED EXPANSION SHOULD BE DECIDED BY GA. US AND GDR 
SUPPORTED AUSTRIAN DRAFT RES (L.669). 

GUVEN (TURKEY) SUGGESTED THERE SHOULD BE SOME APPROPRIATE 
PROCEDURE SO STATES WHICH WERE NOT MEMBERS OF OSC COULD CONTRIBUTE 
TO COMITE'S WORK. BRANKOVIC (YUGOSLAVIA) SAID INTERNATIONAL 
COOPERATION IN OUTER SPACE SHOULD ENSURE NO CONFLICT AND 
COMPETITION BETWEEN POWERS, BUT ENSURE THAT RESEARCH RESULTS 
BENEFITTED ALL, PRIMARILY LDCS, AND THAT REGULATIONS WERE 
COORDINATED THROUGH UN AS CENTER FOR ALL ACTIVITIES. HE 
THOUGHT CONVENTION ON DBS WOULD BE DESIRABLE. 

PALACIOS TREVINO (MEXICO) SAW DANGERS IF DBS WERE NOT GOVERNED 
BY INTERNATIONAL LEGAL INSTRUMENT, MENTIONED COMMON HERITAGE, 

FAVORED EASILY IDENTIFIABLE MARKINGS ON SPACE OBJECTS, AND 
SAID ERS PROBLEM NEEDED THOROUGH STUDY AND INTERNATIONAL 
REGULATIONS SHOULD BE WORKED OUT. CHAUVET (FRANCE) SAID IT 
WAS URGENT TO DEVELOP DBS RULES; HOPED OSC WOULD REACH AGREEMENT 
ON MOON TREATY SOON AS POSSIBLE; BELIEVED DIFFERENCES OVER 
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REGISTRATION COULD BE OVERCOME WITH SPIRIT OF COMPROMISE ON ALL 
SIDES; AND WANTED OUTER SPACE LAW DEVELOPED AT SAME TIME AS 
SCIENTIFIC DEVELOPMENTS, INCLUDING SUCH QUESTIONS AS DBS AND 
ERS, IN ORDER TO AVOID CHAOS. 

AWOPETU (NIGERIA) SAID UN, THROUGH SPACE TECHNOLOGY, SHOULD 
ASSIST AFRICA IN FIELDS OF AGRICULTURE AND ANIMAL HUSBANDRY, 

USING REMOTE SENSING, AND ALSO IN REGARD TO TRANSCONTINENTAL NET- 
WORKS OF COMMUNICATIONS SATELLITES. HE HOPED WORK OF OSC AND 
LOS CONFERENCE WOULD BE REGARDED AS CLOSELY INTERRELATED. 
OLSZOWKA (POLAND) STATED IT WAS URGENT TO DEVELOP RULES FOR 
DBS AND SUGGESTED DRAFT RES REFER TO 500TH ANNIVERSARY OF BIRTH 
OF COPERNICUS. ROSE (GDR) SAID STRICT APPLICATION OF GENERALLY 
RECOGNIZED RULES OF INTERNATIONAL LAW REQUIRED FOR DBS. HE 
SUPPORTED AUSTRIAN DRAFT RES. 

JANKOWITSCH (AUSTRIA) MENTIONED COOPERATIVE SPIRIT IN OSC, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SUGGESTED THOROUGH LOOK INTO FUNCTIONING OF SCIENTIFIC AND 
TECHNICAL SUBCOMITE WOULD BE BENEFICIAL, AND SAID DBS PROBLEM 
WOULD NOT BE SOLVED IF APPROACHED ON BASIS ONLY QUESTION OF 
FOI INVOLVED. HE NOTED THAT BEHIND EVERY QUESTION LAY BASIC 
LEGAL AND POLITICAL PROBLEMS WHICH SLOWED COMITE S PROGRESS, AND 
COMMENTED ON INADEQUATE FUNDING OF UN SPACE APPLICATIONS PROGRAM. 

EVANS TOLD COMITE US TOOK GREAT PRIDE IN DEGREE TO WHICH ITS 
NATIONAL SPACE PROGRAM WAS BASED ON COOPERATION WITH OTHER 
COUNTRIES. HE REGRETTED NEITHER MOON TREATY NOR REGISTRATION 
CONVENTION COMPLETED, AND SAID US DID NOT CONSIDER THAT MARKING 
REQUIREMENT COULD HELP IN IDENTIFYING SPACE OBJECT THAT MIGHT 
RETURN TO EARTH AND CAUSE DAMAGE. US CONTINUED BELIEVE ANY 
MEANINGFUL CONSIDERATION OF DBS PRINCIPLES MUST ALSO TAKE 
RELEVANT TECHNICAL AND ECONOMIC FACTORS INTO ACCOUNT. EVANS
